Yet a great deal could be written on it; poems, romantic tales1 
of by gone day s and by gone men, melancholy essay s on van­ 
ished glories and outworn beauties. 
We have come a long way , in one direction or another, 
since the day when the clipper ship was a living reality . Our 
age is altogether unlik e the age that built those fabulous old 
ships. We have a different outlook on life, a whole new set 
of standards. 
The clipper ship, magnificent creation that it 
was, is as out of date as the Phoenician galley ; y et, because 
it was magnificent, a thing for poetry and romance, we put 
the last surviving specimen under the wing of an art mu­ 
seum, and feel a pang at the thought that that is all it is good 
for. 
Why should we be so stirred by this one additional indi­ 
cation that that old age is gone forever? 
We are busy and 
fairly prosperous and at least relatively happy . 
Our world 
wags quite smoothly , tak ing one thing with another. 
Why 
should the phantom vessels of 75 y ears ago move us to idle 
day -dreams? 
Perhaps it is because our modern world is just a little bit 
short of beauty . For the clipper ship, above every thing else, 
was beautiful. 
It was, in its way , as breath-tak ing a crea­ 
tion as a great painting, or a cathedral. 
One of the most 
lovely bits of prose in English is Richard Henry Dana’s de­ 
scription of a full-rigged ship under all sail. 
Overseas mer­ 
chandising,* once upon a time, was a trade in which an artist, 
might engage; not a business of rusty steamers and clank ing 
machinery , as it is today . 
We miss that sort of thing more than we k now. 
We are 
not luck y enough to be carry ing on the work of daily life 
with beautiful tools. 
Discarding the clipper for the steamer 
we have saved time and gained profits—and lose something 
very precious. 
What museum of the future will ever want 
to save a 1929 oil tank er or cattle boat? 
Yet we may console ourselves. The clipper ship, after all, 
was built to be efficient and useful, not to be beautiful.

came into existence as a money mak er. The clumsy , sawed- 
off ships of the 18th century gave way to it, not because ma-|

In the treatm ent of obesity only a 
few essential fundam ental facts are 
necessary 
The first is tha t over­ 
weight 
represents 
the 
surplus 
of 
energy tak en into the body as food 
over the am ount spent by the body 
in its daily living. 
Every machine 
must use up a given am ount of en­ 
ergy to do a given job and this en­ 
ergy m ust be supplied from the out­ 
side 
The hum an body acts as an 
engine and must receive fuel to burn 
up its work . 
But in one im portant 
respect the hum an body differs from 
an ordinary engine; if fuel is lack ing 
from the outside the body mak es up 
this deficiency by burning up itself; 
but if there is extra fuel that is not 
burnt up it is laid down as fat. 
It follows then quite naturally that 
the question 
of reduction 
of body 
weight in fat people resolves itself 
into changing the balance between 
intak e and expense of energy . 
This 
can be done in one of three way s; 
ia) 
reducing the intak e. 
<b> 
increasing the expense, or 
<c> 
both. 
As a m atter of fact 
all sane methods of reduction are 
based on this principle. 
The sim ­ 
plest m ethod of reducing intak e is 
to cut down on total consupmtion of 
calories. Any one can be given a food 
list showing caloric values and can 
reduce his own intak e. 
There is no need for any faddist 
procedures. 
There is not a single 
one tha t has a specific virtue bey ond 
the fact that it is based on a low 
total caloric intak e. 
Many of them 
are not w ithout considerable danger; 
some are so low 
in calories 
as tc 
mean 
virtual starvation, 
and cer­ 
tainly 
not 
all 
persons 
can 
stand 
starvation. 
Some are “unbalanced” 
in their proportions of food stuffs 
and such diets may cause trouble tc 
e k idney s 
or other 
vital organs 
ay persons should have reduction 
diets 
adjusted to their particular 
needs and not infrequently they en­ 
counter serious difficulty if they arc 
“mass” diet, such as the so-called 
eighteen day diet, or nothing but a 
single article of food. 
These diets 
may be perfectly harm less to ninety - 
five perecent of individuals, but y ou 
may be among the unfortunate fiv * 
Don’t tak e up a suggested reduc­ 
ing diet because it is easier to dr 
tha t than to think for y ourself. Re­ 
duce intak e 
to m atch energy ex­ 
panded; increase activity to use up, 
w hat y ou eat; or see a doctor.
